Mr. Barnard Evans Says Governor Ellerbe
Made an Election Bet With Him FPledg-
ing His Blooded Mare “dally,” Which
the Governor Denies.

CoruMBIA, April 7.—There is a beau-
{iful chestnut sorrel mare that is sven
wery often on the streets of Columbia.
She is a neat and spry animal, and
koows how to make a mile in quick
time. Thers is a bit of history back of
this marethst is not generally known,
altbough it has been whispered about
the city for severa! months.

The mare, Sally, by name, is the
occasion of a lawsuit that promises to
be quite interesting, both from the
facts that are to be brought out, as
well as the personnel of those who
make up the principal parties to the
suit. Itis nota usual thing for the
Governor of a State and the brother
of a former Governor to go to law
about the possession of a horse, but
such is' the case in this instance—it is
more usual for the contests to be for
offices.

By way ol preface, Mr. Barnard B.
Evans, now of Columbia, isdriving
and claiming ownership of the mare
. Sally. Governor Ellerbe conteads
. most emphatically that the mare be

’ Joogs to him, and that Mr. Evans has
no claim whatever on the aforesaid
mare.

Tais morning about 9 o'clock Gov-
ernor Ellerbe was seen at the execu:
tive offics relaliveto the matter, and
asked for his side of the litigation. He
promptly said taat the matter wasio
the courts, and that he did notihink
shat it was rigat for him to havs any-
thing to siy about the matter as loug
as the issue was pending in the cour:s
of she State. He said t there were
others who were familiar with his side
ol the case. When asked the point
blank question whether he had made
a bet with Mr. Barnard B Evaus, on
which the horse is contended to have
been won, he most distinctly and une
quivocally said that Mr, Evans and he
had never made a bet involvine this
or any other horse, and that Mr. Evans
had no right, title or claim whatever
i on the mire, and that this he expected.

to prove in the courts at the propar
time, and that was just assoon as it
was possible todo so. The contention
on which Goveraor Ellerbs claims
absolute ion of Sally is, how-
ever, given from entirely satisfactory

Governor Eilerbe when he came to
Columbia asked for the return of the
mare. Mr. Evaos refused to return
her. Then, it is said by Mr. Evans's
side, that Governor Ellerbe asked Mr.
Evans to come up to the Mansion to
see him about the matter. Mr. Evans
went there with his friend, Mr. Bones.
Mr. Evans refused to ‘‘lend” Gover-
nor Ellerbe the horse, as be requested,
8o it goes, unless he had something in
writing. Governor Ellerbe refused to
give anything in writing to show that
he had borrowed the horse, hisconten-
tion being that the horse belonged to
him. *Youcan have her whenever
you want her, on the word of the
Governor of the State,” was the state-
ment of Governor Ellerbe, is the con-
tention, and on such a plane Mr.
Evans, it is stated, gave the use of the
mare toGovernor Ellerbe. A few
days afterwards Mr, Evans wanted
the mare to take a trip in the country,
and sent for the mare. Governor
Ellerbe sent back word that he was
having ‘‘Sally” treated, and offered
the use of “‘Sally’s” sister. Mr. Evans
declined, and took this as a refusal to
return his horse or let him use his
own property. A few days after this
Mr. Evans saw the mare and took

possession of her. This brought on

the proceedings for claim and deliv-
ery, the bond for the mareand the
proceedings in the courts for the pos-
session of the mare.

Mr. B. L. Abney, of this bar. has
been employed ts represent Mr, Evans
in the Jitigatian, and Me. Evans also
expects to see the fight thrcugh to the
finish, and contends that Governor
Ellerbe will never from the facts of
tne case get possession of the mare.

It is sa1d by Governer Ellerbe’s side
that Mr. Evans has offered, since the
litigation began, to buy the mare and
other compromises. All cof these
Governor Ellerbe has dsclined to en-
tertain in any way, as he wishes the
matter settled once for all asa ques:
ticn has been raised, and on the other
hand the representativesof Mr. iivans
contend that they have made absolute-
lyno overtures to purchess *‘Sally”
or anv other kind of advances, but
are anxious for the case to be tried.

Mr. D. C. Ray, of the firm of Bar-
ron & Ray. said today that the papers
have been filed, and the case docketed

for trial.—Charleston News and Cou-

VANCE WAS ELECTED

State Liquor Commissioner by the Btate
Board of Control.

Corumsia, 8. C.,, April 9.—The
State board of control was in session
nearly all day yesterday, but it was
not until about midnight last night
that the results of the day’s work
could be ascertained. During the day,
at noon, the members of the -board
visited the executive chamber by in-
vitation of Gov. Ellerbe and a con-
ferenge was held in regard to the mat-
ter of the granting of hotel and beer
privileges. Gov. Ellerbe frankly told
the Yoard that he did not comsider
that the Constitution and the act gave
the beard orany one else the rightto
grant such special privileges. Iis
position was that the law should ap-
ply to every citizen of the State equal-
ly. The conferenee was a pleasant
one.

Last night the board announced that
it had decided, in view of the gover-
nor's attitude, to grant no more such
privileges, though several have been
applying for them, until the matter
can be definitely seftled. A case will
be arranged at once and carried before
the Btate supreme court, the object
being to have the question judicially
determined forthwith. In the mean-
time all privileges heretofore granted
will stand as they are, It is expecled
toat the case can be heard next week.

Last night the board went into the
much-talked-of elections. Practically
al! of them were disposed of save that
for clerk of the board. In the mean-
time Mr. who has been the
clerk of the board since its formation,
will continue to discharge ths duties
of that office for a month, and his
two assistents will remain -in their re-
spective positions.

QOne ballot was taken for the chair-
mahship of the board now held by
Col. Wilie Jones, Tae ballot resulted
as follows: Jones 2, Williams 1, Dou-
thit 1, blank 1. The last vote was
cast by Col. Jones. There was no
election, and the board decided to let
this matter go over to the next meet-

Mr. Samuel W. Vance, of Laurens,
the efficient assistant clerk of the
house of re tatives for several
years, was elected State liquor com-
missioner. On the streets this selec-
tion met with general approval, Mr.
Vance is a pop man and is well
%ualiﬁed for the duties of the office.

here were numerous candidates for
the position. Mr, Gaston, who has
been acting commissioner, it is said,
did not receive a single vote.

Mr.D. A, G. Outz, who has been
the shipping clerk of the dispensary
since its establishment, was re-elected
to tha ition.

Mr. R. E. Blakeley was likewise re-
elected clerk to the commissioner.

The office of superintendent former-
1y beld by Mr. Gaston under Col.
Mizson’s administration, was abolish-
ed and the position of foreman creat-
ed in its stead. Mr. T, E. Dickson, of
Oconee, was elected to fill the new po-
gition. His salary was fixed at §75 a
month.

Mr. John B. Dorn, of Edgefield,
was elected as head drayman of the
dispensary, succeeded Mr. Ward, who
has held the position for several years.

The usual purchases of liquors wera
made, but no information as to the
amounts purchased or from whom
purchased was made public.

It was stated on the sireets yester-
day that Messrs. Dosher and Mantoue,
two well-known wholesale liquor
dealers, were ready to make & propo-
sition to the board to have them turn
the entire business over to them, guar-
anteeing to pay the State $250,000
cash annually and give a bond of
£500,000 for complying with the law.
This offer was not officially made to
the boatrd, asd it beew it would
not have been within the power of the
board to consider it, sucn a proposi-
tion being-a matter for the legislature
alone,—State.

Opened by Cubans.

NeEw YoRrg, April 7.—A special to
The World from Havana says: Cala-
bazar, 1n this province has been raid-
ed, the Spanish jail forced op2nand
eighteen 1msurgents, who were to be
shot this week, released. Most of the
Spanish guard of fifty were killed or
wounded. Among the prisoners was
Senora Isabelle Teresa Monteza, said
to be a relative of General Acosta,
She is nearly fifty years of+agé and
has been confined in the vile dungeon
more than three months. She disap-
peared from her residence, two miles
from this place and her friends had
made many atitempts io ascertain her
whereabouts, but without success.
When found she was in rags and
emaciated to a shocking degree. She
was very prominent in that section,
-had been raised iu affluence and her
imprisonment almost destroyed her
reason.

The msurgents were so wrought up
by this discovery that they fired the
tield where they had the fight and
hacked the bodiesof their fallen ene-
mies relentlessly, so as to be sure
that no spark of life remained in any

of them.

THE PENSION BOARDS.

The O:ganizstion of All Work ferthe Va-
rlous Boards Poloted Qat,

The following rules for the guidance
of townsnip and county boards of pen-
gions have just been issued by the
State Board:

The pension boards organized in
1898 will at onc? call together the sol-
diers and sailors resident in such town-
ship in their respsctive counties, fix-
ing the time and place for each meet-
ing in esch tfownship. Those soldiers
and sailors, when assembled, elect one
of their numbers chairman and anoth-
er seccetary. Ten days after thistown-
ship organizatioa tne chairmen of
these township boards meet at the
county seat and elect four of their
number and one physician asa county
examining board of pensions.

Pensioners now applicants for pen-
sions cannot be elected a member of
township pension blards. When old
soldiers cannot be found in the town-
ships, reputable resident citizens may
be e'ected If any to#nship shall fail
or refuse o organize as required by
this act, then the county board should
recommend three godd men, not pan-
sioners, to the State Pension Board,
who will apoint such township boards.

All pensioners resident in the town-
ships must appear 1n person before the
township boards. Those already on
the pension roll need not prepare and
file new applications. All new apoli-
cants must be presented to and have
the approval or disapproval of the
township boards and county boards
before the State Board, can approve.
Township boards can drop from the
roll of pensioners, as now constituted,
the name or names of any party or
parties which in their judgment are
not entitled to a pension under the
laws, and add to the roll omly such
names of new applicants as may file
such applicatioos, with prool of ser-
vice thereon, as indicated by the
blank forms prepared by the Blate
Board. :

Applications defective or not filled
up correctly in each particular, al-
though approved by towaship and
county boards, will bs disapproved by
the State Board.

Applications approved or disap-
proved by the State Board cannot be
returned to the county or township
boards after money has been prorated
and paid out. Township and county
boards will notice that the law pro-
vides three classes, “*A,” “B"” and *'C,”
(with five sub divisions of class *‘C,”
a3 Irllows:

Class A.—Those who have lost both
arms, or both hands, or both legs, or
both eyes, or whose absolute disability
arising from wounds are equivalent to
tne loss of either. This does nol in-
clude soldiers whose disabilities arise
from diseases or causes arising since
the war., "

Class B.—Those who have lost one
arm or ore leg, or whose disabilities
from wounds are equivalent to the
loss of an arm or leg. :

Class C.—(No. 1)—Those soldiers
and sailors disabled by wounds, but
not suflizient to b2 placed in class B,
whose incomes do not exceed §250.

Class C.—(No. 2.)—Those who have
reached the age of sixty years and
whose incomes do not exceed $100.

Class C.—(No. 3.)—Widows of th
who lost their lives in the service of
the State or Confederate States and
whose incomes do not exceed $210.

Class C.—(No. 4.)—Widews above
the age of sixty years, whose incoms
does nct ¢ xceed $100,

_Class C.—(No. 5.)—Widows of pen-
sioners. This class is not mentioned
in the printed Act sent out, but by the
act approved — X 9

Blanks for the reports of town-
ship and county boards in accord
with these classes and sub-divisions
have been prepared and mailed to
Auditors to distribute among these
boards. Class A gets $6 per month or
$72, and will be paid in full this
amount; Class B, $4 per month o*
$48; and class O with each of its sub-
divisions, $3 per month or §36. Afier
class A is paid, the balance will be
pro rated between B and C on the
basis of $4 to $3. This money will be
:f;ent to the gi:lrh of (goum p;spll:la:teta-
ore provi in the ap ion
Acts ench year, and will be sent just
as soon as the roll for the State can
